politicians stoop to such b ehavior they are guilty of 
undermining the very system they are sworn to up­ 
hold.

Mr. Truman has piqued congress. The temptation 
Is strong to get even with him; that Is one of the 
dangers of lnter-dcpartm ental b ickering. A safer way 
would b e to let him go unanswered, on the sound as­ 
sumption that the more he says the more he will re­ 
veal ab out himself and his desperate position as the 
leader of a patchwork party that has come apart at 
the political seams.

Capt. Charles E. Y eager,'the 25-year-old test pilot 
who guided the first supersonic plane b eyond the 
sound b arrier over Mu roc, Calif,, is a pioneer in a 
great adventure of modem times. 
Perhaps the demonstration that an airplane can 
move faster than sound waves may b e less important 
In the long run that the demonstration that a pilot 
can b e trained to operate it at that Incredib le speed. 
Even In the late war, the now ob solete planes then 
in use were taxing human ab ility to fly them. 
The 
same kind of decisions 
and manipulations which 
automob ile drivers must make In second« to avert 
disaster had to b e made In tiny fractions of seconds 
to avert certain death. The supersonic plane reduces 
the fractions still further. 
Sound waves move at a speed of 1,266 feet a 
second through air a t a temperature of 100 degrees. 
In the time it takes to spell M-I-E5-8-I-S-S-I-P-P-I. 
a plane moving faster than sound would have moved 
a mile. At such speeds, all relationship« b ased on or­ 
dinary experience would b e meaningless. 
Ob jects 
would b e approached at a rate of b etter than 14 
miles a minute. 
Two supersonic planes approaching 
each other would pass at a speed of clone to 
1,800 
miles an hour. The slightest deviation from a level, 
straight course would start unconsciousness in the 
pilot. 
The slightest lapse from perfection In the 
handling of the controls would b ring death. 
The 
question Is whether the same kind of genius that can 
produce a supersonic airplane can develop the kind 
of man who can fly it to any purpose.

Appetite No Guide On Diet 


BY HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
MANY people b elieve tha t appe­ 
tite is the b est guide to good eating. 
The b ody’s need for a particular 
food, they feel, will stimulate the 
appetite for it. 
Since this Is b y no means true, 
they are largely "kidding” them ­ 
selves When they reason further 
that if they eat what they like, 
they will inevitab ly get all the food 
elements necessary to good health. 
To demonstrate more clearly how 
unreliab le appetite alone can b e 
as a guide to a proper diet, some 
recent studies were carried out with 
animal sub jects. 
It was found that 
the 
animals 
did seem to have some sort of ab il­ 
ity to select certain minerals and 
vitamins on the b asis of what they 
needed. 
But, when it came to protein 
foods, such as are ob tained from 


spend. "Appropriating” it tells lum 
to go ahead and spend It.

Proteins are needed for b uilding 
new tissues and replacing the worn- 
out one« . Animals from the same 
litter differed as to the foods they 
selected. 
One animal might select a fairly 
good diet for itself, b ut a b rother 
from the same litter, living under 
the same conditions, 
would 
not 
choose the necessary foods. 
Thus, if animals under lab ora­ 
tory conditions can b e guided only 
to some extent b y appetite In se­ 
lecting necessary foods, it would 
stem far less likely that human b e­ 
ings could te guided b y appetite 
alone In selecting foods to make up 
a well-b alanced diet. 
This is particularly true in view 
of the many artificial and highly 
processed foods which constitute a 
great part of the diets commonly 
employe* 
This does not mean that the ap­ 
petite should b e disregarded entire­ 
ly. It only indicates that It is im­ 
portant for persons to know what 
foods supply the necessary vitamins, 
minerals, and proteins and to make 
imre that these foods are included 
in the dally diet. 
A well-b alanced diet can b e b uilt 
around such foods as a pint of milk 
a day for every adult, and a quart 
for the child; an egg a day; one 
serving of meat, fish, or poultry; 
two servings 
of 
vegetab les 
and 
fruits; 
whole-grain 
cereals, 
and 
b utter or fortified m argari^.

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RECOMMEND HIGHER 
PAY FOR ENGINEERS 


Say s Stale's Ro ad Pro gram 
Hurl by Lo w Salaries 
Ottered In Dept. 


(By A no ctit*« fr « » l 
COLUMBUS—The American So­ 
ciety of Civil Engineer« rep orts that 
low salaries p aid engineers ham p er­ 
ed road building in Ohio and other 
states. 
Frank M. W illiams, chief engineer 
for the O hio S tate 
Highway 
de­ 
p artm ent. confirm ed the society's 
rep ort tha t lack of highway eng­ 
ineers was “one of the most serious 
deterrents to the highway p rogram ." 
"The shortage of Engineers in the 
highway dep artm ent Is 
very 
ser­ 
ious," W illiams said. "It Is the bot­ 
tleneck in our road building p rog­ 
ram." 
"We are losing 
engineers every 
day," W illiams added. 
"They get 
considerably more money with p riv­ 
ate industry." 
William» disclosed that the H igh­ 
way dep artm ent was sending rep re­ 
sentatives to the engineering col­ 


leges in an attem p t to induce some 
of the graduates this m onth to tak e 
up state emp loym ent. 
The effort 
ha* not been very successful, he 
added. 
“A graduate can sta rt for at least 
$300 a m onth In p rivate Industry," 
W illiams exp lained. "The top start­ 
ing p ay offered by the Highway de­ 
p artm ent is 8283 a m onth." 
In attem p ting to drum up recruits 
among 
engineering 
college 
grad­ 
uates. 
the 
Highway 
dep artm ent 
stresses civil service security 
and 
the broad exp erience available for 
beginners. W illiam* » k id most grad­ 
uates were turning a deaf ear 
to 
these sales p oints. 
The salary schedules for civil ser­ 
vice tng.neers are fixed by statute. 
They can be Increased only by the 
logislatuje. 
I he Am erican Society 
of 
Civil 
Engineers m ade a study of saluiie* 
In 10 state Highway 
dep artment*. 
It showed average salaries for eng­ 
ineers’ aides and licensed engineers 
ranged from 11.0+6to $9,030 in Ohio, 
the scale ranges from $1,700 to $5,- 
800. 
The study showed 
the current 
federal scale ranges from $3,400 to 
$10.0000. The society recommended 
for state highway dep artm ents a 
scale ranging from $2.700-$3,400 to 
$10,360-112,600 "w ith such adjust­ 


m ents a* may be required for local 
conditions." 
T he engineers In the 
executive 
class the society recommended sal­ 
aries of $12,000 and up . O hio’s state 
highway director gets $8,666 a year, 
Ohio rank s 10th among the states in 
the salary p aid the highway direct­ 
or. 
The director in New York gets 
$17,000 a year. O k lahoma, Virginia, 
M aryland, Connecticut, N orth C aro­ 
lina, Louisiana, Pennsylvania, C ali­ 
fornia and New York p ay more than 
Ohio.
